chances to m ake money raising hogs, 
poultry and producing dairy products. 
S h o u ld this deduction be trite, it is 
then up to the com m unity to work 
hard for the advancem ent of our 
school institutions, its high school 
and its Baptist College, and it should 
w ork hard for the transform ation of 
its un-occupied and abandoned lands 
into profitable dairy, poultry, hog, 
fru it and vegetable farms. 
This must 
be reg ard ed as the outstanding oppoi- 
tunity for the fu tu re and one so rich 
in possibilities that !t ought to be 
worked at unitedly and with p articu ­ 
lar concentration of purpose. 
Good roads and the terracing and 
restoration of land are prim ary to 
that kind of development and these 
fundamental* and im portant works 
should not be neglected.— Cliff Cates.

URGE PRODUC TION 
OF INFERTILE EGGS 


Local buyers of eggs in thirteen 
towns along Hie Denver road are now 
paying a prem ium for good infertile 
eggs and ten m ore towns haxe buyers 
who may start paying a 
prem ium 
later. 
This year there a r e four large 
city buyers who are paying a pre­ 
mium to the small d e a l e r s . 
Last year 
there was only one, an d housewives 
in the towns and cities are calling 
for infertile eggs because the infertile 
egg is guaranteed. 
This m eans that 
the housewife gets twelve edible eggs 
when she buys a dozen inst*ad of 
eight as she often does. 
One is lucky 
to get eight good ones w hen buying 
common eggs. 
At th irty cents per 
dozen the eight eggs cost forty-five 
cents for txvelve good ones. 
Infertile 
eggs can be bought for about fixe to 
eight cents per dozen above common 
egg prices. 
They are stam ped with 
the 
p roducer’s 
num ber, 
and 
your 
grocer can trace any stamp* d egg 
back to the producer. 
He can recover 
on them — therefore, can guarantee 
them . 
The first-class restau ran ts are 
also asking for infertile eggs. 
They 
find th a t it is economy to buy them 
because much loss is elim inated. 
Never before has there been such 
interest in infertile eggs. H undreds 
of farm ers an* producing infertile 
eggs and stam ping them. 
Thex are 
learning that infertile eggs bring a 
better price because they are the only 
kind th a t reach the consum er a week 
later in good condition. 
The local 
d e a l e r s can pay a prem ium because 
they can elim inate much of the loss 
that has previously occurred on com­ 
mon eggs before they reached thr 
city dealers, and good quality perm its 
th*' city buyer to pay a lit ti* more.
